the addition to claim 9 of the limitation "transposase-mediated" to replace the limitation 
"transposon-mediated" does not clearly distinguish the claimed method from what is 
taught in the prior art, as one skilled in the art would recognize that transposon- 
mediated reintegration of a Ds element would occur as a consequence of the 
expression of a transposase encoded by the transposon; additionally, Applicant's 
arguments directed to gene inactivation are not germane to the currently claimed 
method, as the currently claimed method is silent with respect to gene inactivation and 
requires only the introduction into a barley plant of a Ds element comprising an 
expression cassette, followed by the selection of a barley plant in which the Ds element 
is reintegrated, which method steps and result are obvious in view of the prior art of 
record.
